Sudden Thing 


Autumn is 
no sudden 
thing; even 
though one 
day one feels 
the first cold 
in the wind 
and says, ‘Fall 
has come.” 

From. the 
time all the 
celestial bodies 
have formed 
into line and 

. the equinox 
line has been crossed, the great 
magnet of the sun begins to pull 
everything towards Winter. But, 
it comes slowly. There are a 
number of things that forewarn. 
There is that first night the 
crickets cease to sound their 
squeaky, scratchy notes, and 
one looks up and listens, realiz- 
ing they are gone, and feels 
a fleeting sadness because of it. 
A man has too little time to send 
out his silent thanks to the 
crickets on the warm nights of 
September when the sound of 
their myriad fiddles about the 
house is comforting and fits into 
the moods. Then there is the 
first night when the elemental 
winds blow through the streets 
or the suburbs, making tne 
leaves sound as if rain were 
falling in them. It is a time when 
the second-generation city 
dweller leaves his chair to see 
if it isn’t raining, forgetting that 
if it were, the sweet, wet smell 
of the rain would be in his room 
and in his nose. 


Birds 


The first of the migrating 
birds begin to appear. The clouas 
look thinner and the skies at 
night seem clearer and the stars 
nearer. Leaves begin to fall and 
there is color in the tulip leaves 
and the big, red, purple, saffron, 
yellow, blue and pink flowers, 
coarser than the delicate ones of 
Summer, all say that Fall is here 
long before the first cold wind 
blows. 

It is a time, too, when men 
look at one another appraising- 
ly and say, “Well, another hot 
Summer gone. Time sure passes 
fast, doesn’t it? Just like they 
say, Tempus Fugit. I wonder if 
we will have a hard Winter. It 
startled me, having to get out 
the blankets so quick.” 

When man speaks to man of 
@he swift passages of time he 
does not do it well, but awk- 
wardly, and in stilted, shopworn 
phrases. There is something in 
him which will not let the words 
come through, It is in the Au- 
tumn that a man most often 
pauses. and looks at his life. 
When he does, his childhood 
seems to rush forward to meet 
him, and he stands at one with 
his adult problems and _ the 
memories of his childhood—the 
little things of no importance, 
the look of a face not seen in 
years; the play at school, the 
fragment of a conversation, some 
emotional moment with his 
parents. It is almost as if his 
grown-upness and his childhood 
were being pushed together like 
an accordion. It is a confused 
moment with the sound of time 
passing through it. But, there are 
no phrases for it. 


Harvest 


The city man with the rural 
background is stirred by old 
memories in October. He remem- 
bers harvests, the smell of warm 
stables in the cold mornings. the 
dry, dustv smell of the corn 
pulled into fodder, the rich, 
clean aroma of fresh milk. the 
smell of the Fall earth and things 
pulled from it, pumpkins. late- 
dug potatoes, and field peas in 
their long pods, some yet green, 
some golden or dry-brown. with 
the wind making them sing in 
tiny, muted voices. 

In that moment between light 
and darkness, when the light 
seems to pause for a moment, 
the city man whose roots go back 
to the farm, will stand on his 
small lawn and feel himself very 
_close to the mystery of the hush 
and the standstill light. Some- 
thing seems to be trying to speak 
to him, some message crying out 
from his childhood when there 
were no confinements, and no 
limitations to his vision. But, it is 
quickly gone. The door opens 
and someone calls to him. Neigh- 
bors pass. Children run along 
the walk. Traffic, released by the 
green-turning light at the corner, 
hurries by and the burnt-oil smell 
comes on the air. The moment 
is gone. 

For those town-bred, there is 
also a sort of magic in the Fall, 
but it is one of early dark and 
the quick lights in tall buildings; 
the shine of neon on black wet 
pavement: the sheen of the light 
rays across city streets when the 
rain is blowing through them, 
and the buses are crowded, and 
smell of wet wool, and men curse 
the rain and the wetness, with no 
compensating memory of rain in 
fields or on a quiet farm roof. 

In the days before there were 
great cities. when man was an 
agrarian and nomadic animal, 
he knew how to celebrate and 
he felt the deep meaning of 
October—the best month of all. It 
was a time of harvest and festi- 
val and of rejoicing that food 
was in cellars and barns and 
Winter was thereby thwarted. 

They knew in those days

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10— 
President Truman signed the 
$7,483,40,000 mutual security 
act Wednesday as a demon- 
stration to the world that “we 
are joining with other peo- 
ples to prove by deeds that 
the way to freedom is the way 
of peace and human progress.” 

At a special White House cere- 
mony, the President sought to 
clear up “some misapprehension 
that the free world is embarked 
on nothing but an armaments race 
with the Soviet empire.” The 
measure authorizes $5,997,650,000° 
in weapons and $1,485,750,000 in) 
materials for free nations resisting 
Communist aggression and sub- 
version. 

The President said that of course 
the free world was building up 
its armaments and that, “we would 
be fools if we did not.”

Controls Now or Wreckage 


Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson has 
warned that the nation is entering a period 
of genuine shortages where a runaway in- 
flation can wreck the defense program.

Ike’s Silence 


Comforts Taft 


WASHINGTON—Republican backers of Gen. 

Dwight Eisenhower are finding it a bit discon- 

certing that he has been unwilling so far to make 

any public statement lending encouragement to the presidential 
boom launched in his behalf. 


The general’s studied silence is creating no end of uneasiness 
among his boosters, while, on the other hand. it is providing a 
great deal of comfort to another group in the party who thinks 
Sen. Robert A. Taft should emerge as the GOP nominee next year. 

The recent annual conference of state governors provided an 
excellent sounding board for Republican sentiment on the Eisen- 
hower boom. What the governors think is important in that, for 
the most part, will’ control the delegations sent by their 
states to the party national conventions. That will be even more 
true of Republican govérnors than Democratic state executives, 
Since there can be no White House interference with their control. 

Judging from the published reports interviews, the cone 
sensus of the Eisenhower contingent was fairly well expressed by 
Gov. Val Peterson, of Nebraska, who is a strong backer of the 
general for the Republican nomination. He had this to say: 

“Practically all

talked with feel that he (Eisenhower) 


has got to declare himself. If he doesn’t come out and tell the 
American people where he stands on current issues, I don’t think 
he should be a candidate. I don’t want to give anyone a blank 
check—and includes Eisenhower.” 

It is to be noted that this prescription calls not only for a 
public declaration on the part of Genera] Eisenhower that he is 
available for the GOP nomination, but also a statement of his 
position on the leading issues of the day. 

Some of his supporters would have him go beyond this. They 
want him to enter his name in the various state preferential pri- 
maries and even make an active canvass for delegates in the 
preconvention 

But if reports from sources close to the general may be trusted, 
he is prepared to do none of these things. He is said to have in- 
formed those who have approached him on the subject that while 
he would consider it his duty to accept a nomination, if one were 
tendered: him, he would not lift a finger to get it. 


Taft ‘t's 


Comfort to easy to see where all of this is 

extremely comforting to the Taft people. 
As the situation stacks up at the moment, the Ohio senator is con- 
ceded by all hands to be far out in front for the Republican 
nomination. Although there is strong opposition to him within 
the party, it is a divided opposition. Those who are out to defeat 
Taft are seeking to use Eisenhower as a rallying point. At best 
the general has been able to give them only silent encouragement. 

Even among Eisenhower supporters, there is a growing feeling 
that it will be exceedingly difficult to prevent the nomination from 
going to Taft without the active aid of General Ike. If the Ohio 
man is ever able to build up his convention strength to within a 
hundred or so short of a majority, it would be easy for him to 
trade off the vice-presidency or some other office for the remain- 
ing delegates needed, unless the opposition to him was built 
around a strong candidate openly seeking the prize. 

Hence the attitude of uneasihess that is being manifest in the 
camp of Eisenhower boosters. It has become evident of late. The 
campaign is still in the preliminary stage and may take a dif- 
ferent turn later. But the feeling is growing that Eisenhower 
will have to break his silence with a bit of political thunder 
before his backers in the GOP have a real chance to succeed.

Proper Accounting 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr., the “watch- 
dog of the treasury,” isn’t going to curb his activi- 
ties just because the State Veterans Service Board 

slapped down his recommendations this week. The auditor, in his 
annual report on the Veterans Service Department, cited quite large 
traveling expenses for Director Billy Barrett and at least two of 
his assistants. Noting they had taken numerous trips to Wash- 
ington, Florida, California, Louisiana and other points, Thrasher 
recommended that the Veterans Service Board take control of this 
out-of-state travel spending. He suggested the board adopt a policy 
requiring its own approval in advance on the ouj-of-state trips. 
The board unanimously said it would do no such thing—that speed 
was essential in handling veterans’ affairs, and that it would con- 
tinue to leave the trips to the judgment of the director. 

To which Thrasher now comments: “Law requires me to make 
recommendation for the proper accounting of state funds. These 
reports are made for the benefit of the General Assembly and the 
taxpayers. I will continue to make such recommendations, regard- 
less of the degree of responsibility assumed by the board.” 

The taxpayers and General Assembly members have shown an 
interest in the spending of state funds. 


Influence? The support Comptroller General Zack Cravey 
Sr. gave his son, a new lawyer, in a hearing 
before State Revenue Commissioner Charlie Redwine this week 
caused adverse comment about attempted “influence” around the 
State Capitol.

COLUMBUS, Oct. 10 — Dean 
John Buckman Walthour of the 
Cathedral of St. Philip, Atlanta, 
Wednesday morning formally ac- 
cepted the office of Bishop of the 
Atlanta Diocese of the Episcopal 
Church. 

The Dean met with a commit- 
tee appointed to inform him of his 
election. The Rev. J. Milton Rich- 
ardson, of St. Luke’s, Atlanta, who 
was a nominee in the elections 
Tuesday night until he withdrew 


after the 15th ballot, the Rev. Jos-| 
eph Walker, of Marietta, and 
Frank Bone, of Milledgeville, in-| 
formed the Dean and received his 
acceptance, 


VISITING FRIEND . 

Dean Walthour remained over 
Wednesday here, visiting with a 
friend at Fort Benning. He is 
scheduled to return to Atlanta 
Thursday morning. , 

He will be the fourth Bishop 
of the Atlanta Diocese after formal! 
proceedings, which may take sev- 
eral months, have been completed. 

The Bishop-elect must be ap- 


proved by two-thirds of the stand- 


ing committees of the 102 Epis- 
copal Diocéses and Missionary 
Districts of the church and by 
two-thirds of the 150 Bishops. 


He would not resign from his 
post at the Cathedral until after 
he is approved, Episcopal spokes- 
men said. 

The certificates of approval and 
the letter of acceptance are then 
“laid before the presiding Bishop 
of the Church,” the Rt. Rev. Hen- 
ry Knox Sherrill, of Washington, 
D. C. The presiding Bishop then 
appoints the day for the conse- 
cration at which at least three 
Bishops must participate,

Comrade Wein- 
stein, director of the club, wase 
described as having devised “pe- 
culiar means to supplement box- 
office receipts.” It appeared that 
the official program of the Karl 
Marx Club was perfectly correct, 
listing a schedule full of evening 
discussion groups, lectures and 
classical concerts. But the schedule 
included a number of ‘‘open 
dates,” and on those nights, as 
Komsomolskaya Pravda reported, 
“from windows of the club blares 
out the sound of tango and fox- 
trot. This happens on _ socalled 
open dates. They evidently are 
saved especially to organize eve- 
nings of Western dances. 

“Such evenings have 
customary in many 
Leningrad.” 

The newspaper reported visit- 
ing another Leningrad club where 
saxophones were blaring out vig- 
orous foxtrot melodies. A number 
of couples were whirling around 
the floor in “complicated steps.” 
Noting that signs outside the club 
advertised ‘ballroom’ dancing,”’ 
which means polkas, waltzes, etc., 
the reporter asked the director 
what was going on. | 
The director explained that this 
was “intermission time” and that 
jazz was being played in order 
to provide “business for the box- 
office.” 

“Desiring to cater to backward 
tastes,” saith Komosomolskaya 
Pravda, “the management of a 
house of culture Inserts in a pro- 
gram of ballroom dance evenings 
jazz music in order to make more 
money. “Boxoffice business” is a 
stock term of club workers. To 
benefit the boxoffice they make 
their plan of cultural mass work 
and arrange “interludes” of 
Western dances.’’’ 

The newspaper said young peo- 
ple wanted dancing evenings but 
“beautiful, lively, attractive” 
dances like polkas. But not only

WIVES WHO WORK 


A Tiny Young Woman Makes 
Gadgets To Release B-29 Bombs 


By MARTHA SMITH 


When some bombardier kicks 
the switch to release his bombs 
in one of the _ re-conditioned 
B-29s rolling off the line at 
Lockheed Aircraft here, chances 
are he’ll never be conscious of 
the diminutive young woman 
who works all day in the pre- 
cision assembly of the electrical 
gadget responsible for dropping 
the bomb. 

Her name is Ruth Mulkey and 
she works tthe early shift each 
day. From 7 a. m. to 3:30 in the 
afternoon are her tedious hours, 
with a half-hour break for 
lunch and two 10-minute rest 
periods daily. It’s a regimented 
work-day, but she likes it. 

“This is my second term with 
Lockheed,” she said. “I used to 
work on wing assembly in 
World War Il. I was single 
then, and it was adventure and 
glamour. But those days are 
surely gone for good.” 

“Now, every. time I turn in 
some plugs to the inspector I 
am pretty sure they are perfect. 
I keep thinking these plugs will 
be in the verv planes my hus- 
band's outfit may use. Tom is 
in Japan now in the Air 
Force ...and with at least one 
more year of service to go. 


“YT had a lot of reasons for 
coming back to work. The 
house was too lonesome with 
Tom gone, for one thing. Our 
little boy didn’t -require 
enough care to keep me busy, 
and I’m energetic by nature. 
Besides, work like this keeps 
me from worrying and at the 
same time I'm doing some- 
thing really significant. I'm 
saving my money for the life 
we hope to have when Tom’s 
a civilian again.” 


Black-haired and blue-eyed 
Ruth Mulkey is one of six 
women working in the electrical 
precision assembly department. 
Twenty-five people make up 
that department. Supervisor 
Marvin Landers explained: 

“We have women for certain 
jobs because their patience and 
dexterity in these operations 
surpass that of men. We can't 
use women without previous 
electrical experience’ and even 
those only for certain jobs. 
When it’s running at § full 
strength, itll employ 1,800 
people.” 

Women working in Precision 
Assembly all wear slacks. It’s 
a safety rule of the company. 
They wear hair net8 for safety, 
and wear identification 
badges for security purposes, 


too. 


The woman’s labor force, 
nationally speaking, has only 
just begun to mobilize. Even 
so, it is within one million of 
the all-time war peak of em- 
ployment for women. The 
Labor Department forecasts 
that, with present plans for 
production, the percentage of 
women at work will soon pass 
that wartime high. 


Why do they work? These 
women come to defense prepa- 
rations with varied reasons. A 
few of them work strictly for 
the check, others because they 
just want to. Biggest difference 
between this crop of workers 
and war-time variety is the 
sense of seriousness. 

Personnel executives 
hat today’s workers 
stand the gravity of what mav 
happen. ‘Todays workers are 
mostly a steady, conscientious 
set of females. It’s only In iso- 
lated instances that the giddy, 
pay war worker of yesterday 
exists, This may be because 
only experienced women are 
getting jobs at the moment; 
present scale of production has 
no place for untrained workers. 

They're older, too. Median age 
woman defense 
worker is 36. A lot of them 
have families: they all lve in 
the shadow of responsibility.

DEAR C. C.: Your apprehensive state of mind concerning 
Leonard’s wish to fly poses a fuzzy problem. On the one hand 
there is a chance that it is sparked by a strong premonition of 
special fateful danger for your husband if he ventures into the 
air. On the other hand it may be simply a fixed obdurate assertion 
of your own supposedly unconquerable fear of such activity. 

Speaking of premonition of danger, it is safe to say that a 
certain percentage of thoughtful persons in almost every walk of 
life have experienced this sensation; and have had its implicit 
message confirmed, as it were, by later developments. Dr. J. B. 
Rhine's book, “The Reach of the Mind,” published in 1947, contains 
a scientist’s look at such phenomena. 

We may hope that your fears concerning Leonard’s ambitions 
are groundless. In any case, in fairness to him, you should concede. 
him the right to take average risks with his. life. It is wrong, in 
my opinion, to try persistently to make him the captive of your 
inexplicable anxieties. Take them rather to a psychologist for 
evaluation: and thence to an airfield, perhaps, to acquaint vourself 
with reality, as versus your nightmare concept of the place.—M. H.,

Whereas many parents today 
learned to read by spelling: the 
words and pronouncing the syl- 
lables, this slow, laborious meth- 
od has been shelved in favor of 
the speedier process that teaches 
the child to recognize words by 
their picture form. For ex- 
ample, the word ‘‘cat” is there- 
bv transmitted to the brain, sim- 
ply as CAT, rather than c-a-t. 
In this way, each word becomés 
a symbol, with a definite ap- 
pearance of its own that distin- 
guishes it from other words. 


To further develop your 
child’s reading potential, here 
is a list of suggestions pre- 
pared by an Atlanta first 
grade teacher: 


Help your child to develop his 
vocabulary and increase his 
background of experience by 
taking him to places in his com- 
munity which are of interest to 
children of his age and explain- 
ing what he sees on his level of 
understanding. 

Read stories to the child and 
let him retell the stories. Let 
the child turn pages in the book 
while you read and encourage 
him to guess what may happen 
next in the story. 

Supply the child with suitable 
hooks of his own for home read- 
ing and encourage him to read 
by showing an interest in what 
he is reading at the moment. 


Have the child read aloud to 
you or read silently with your 
guidance, if necessary, 20-min- 
utes each day. But, by no 
means, should you read to him 
from his book. 


Acquaint child with the pub- 
lic library and help him select 
books which he can read. Other 
books of interest which are too 
hard for him to read, should be 
read to him bv his parents. 

When the child shows curios- 
itv to know “signs” on “labels” 
help him to read them.

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Excess Pounds May Cut Life Span 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

There is only one cause of 
overweight, and that is Over- 
eating. Presumably we eat to 
live, yet we overeat and fie 
earlier. Statistics prove thet 
overweight is cutting the life 
span of one-fifth of the peone 
over 30. 

The factors that lead to over- 
eating are sometimes quite com- 
plex. But first we'll look into 
the simple, cOmmon reasons, 
Let’s start with the three meals 
a day, which in our country is 
the established eating pattern. 
Three meals seem to best mert 
our energy requirements, and 
regular meals at specific times 
give a pattern of regularity to 
daily living. 

Well and good—as 
pounds do not pile on the 
amount of food in the three 
good squares is not in excess of 
requirements. But along about 
middle age, say around 40, the 
majority of hearty eaters start 
putting on weight. “Food seems 
to get more fattening” as the 
saying goes. In the forties, the 
body needs less food than for- 
merly. The metabolic processes 
are not so rapid, then too; we 
slow down physically. Food re- 
quirements lessen, but we a-e 
extremely reluctant to cut cot- 
ners on those three good 
squares. 

Habit is a big factor in this 
“relative overeating’; overeat- 
ing, for present needs. We are 
prone to go right along with tne 
same food habits, continuing to 
eat to belt-pressing proportions 
or at least until that comfort- 
able “full” feeling is reached. 
But at this stage of the game, 
enough food is too much, 

On top of that, many over- 
weights eat more than the regt- 
lation three meals a day; they 
add a fourth meal around be-i- 
time. Or they eat at 11 in the 
morning or in the middle of the 
afternoon. This too is habit: it’s 
a short step from repetition to 
habit. 

Social calories are a powerfu' 


long as 


and common cause of over- 
weight. Afternoon teas, cock- 
tails parties, luncheons, dinners 
and evening refreshments tempt 
millions to eat too much and 
too often. And the sort of fond 
served at social functions is 
apt to be richer than our every- 
day fare. 

As he pointed out at the con- 
ference on Overweight, Nutri- 
tion and Health, we overeat 


from custom, habit and social 


amenities, rather than from 
hunger of food requirements. 
These factors play a big part in 
our national overweight.

You're Not As Hungry 


As Appestat May Think 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
CHICAGO—If you are overweight your “appestat”’-is prob- 
ably not functioning normally, Dr. Horman Joliffe, director of de- 
partment of public health, New York City, told newspaper food 
editors gathered here for their ninth annual conference, 


Dr. Joliffe blew a lot of 
‘theories out the window when 
he said every overweight person 
isn’t necessarily suffering from 
an unsolved social, sexual, or 
financial problem. But they are 
suffering from a disease or a 
malfunction of their appestat, 
an appetite-regulation mechan- 
ism located in the mid-brain. 

Obesity is a major American 


nutritional health problem since 
28 percent of us are 10 percent 
or more overweight which in 
most cases is simply caused. by 
overeating. 

The appestat regulates the 
amount we eat in relation to 
what we need. In children and 
many adults it is normal. What 
throws this mechanism out of 
kilter may be semething organic, 
but chances ere it is habit or 
purposeful! overeat'ng. It’s an old 
fallacy that overeating gives 
you strength. Ii’s a big fallacy 
in reducing to think you can 
slip off a «ict on Sunday and 
no harm will be done. When you 
cheat on a diet you recondition 
the appestat to a high level. 
As Dr. Joliffe says you then have 
to cope with what he calls a 
“screaming appestat.” 

Certainly every Food Editor 
gat there with a maladjusted 
appestat, for all had just poi- 
ished off a breakfast of tan- 
gerine juice, half grapefruit 
centered with melon balls, a 
stack of wheatcakes served with 
an orange syrup, hot orange 
pecan rolls which, of course, 
took butter. 

Sharing this nutrition meet- 
ing was Dr. C. Loring Joslyn, 
a pioneer in nutritional pedia- 
tries from the University of 
Marvland. Dr. Joslyn reported 
his accepted work on the feed- 
ing of orange juice to children 
from two weeks to six years of 
age. His studies show that 98 
percent of infants and children 
have no allergic reaction to 
orange juice if the juice is ex- 
tracted without undue pressure 
as this reduces the amount of 
orange-peel oil. 

He recommends the gentle 
use of a hand reamer or the elec- 
tric reamer. Actually children 
are more apt to have milk al- 
lergies than any other kind. 

“The best time to introduce 
juice or any other nea food to 
infants is just before the morn- 
ing bath,” said I®. Joslyn.

Curtailment CUT +9 od CosT

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—A 
rotest against the curtailment of 
he country’s school construction 
program because of lack of steel 
priorities was issued here Wednes- 

day by the National Education As- 
sociation. 

The statement, drafted by the 
11-member executive committee at 
a meeting here earlier this week, 
pointed out that 731 school con- 
struction projects have been 
halted and 800 new projects denied 
the right to go ahead during the 
eurrent quarter. 

It was timed in advance of the 
regular routine announcement of 
steel priorities for schools for the 
first quarter of next year. The 
tentative steel allocation by the 
NPA to schools for the first three 
months of 1952 is 81,000 tons as 
eompared with 104,000 tons for the 
eurrent quarter. 

The NEA statement quoted C: 
Cloyd Miller, president of the 
organization and chairman of this 
committee, as calling this policy 
“extremely shortsighted.” 

The executive committee state- 
ment reviewed long-standing 
school construction shortages, and 
said that the increased birth rate 
alone will bring more than 5,000,- 
000 additional children into the 
schools eight years from now for 
which 200,000 new classrooms will 
have to be constructed. 

“The policy of production au- 
thorities, not only inferred from 
the limitations imposed _ upon 
school construction, but also from 
the direct statements of some of 
their officials, is to class school 
buildings as nonessential,” the 
statement said. 

“Less than three fourths of one 
oe ag of the amount of steel 

ing produced at the present rate 
would be required to earry for- 
ward the badly needed program of 
housing our children,” said the 

roup of educators. “We cannct 

lieve that so small a percentage 
would handicap the intmediate 
military effort.” 

It was pointed out that the 
schools would have to teach the 
men and women who will defend 
America and produce its military 
equipment and economic strength.
